Tae recent riots. at- Chungking are un- 
doubtedly most discreditabla tothe antho- 
tities of that city, Nine Mission establish- 
ments, the British Consular Agency ‘resi- 
deuce, and a large amount of property be- 
longing to native Christians have been want- 
only destroyed. From the different accounts 
that bave come to band, it is abundantly 
evident that the local authorities did not 
take any offectual steps to stop the rinta, and, 
if anything, gave encouragement, to the riot- 
“ers. Tho fine pita of buildings called the 
_Chaneruen-tang, belonging to. the Roman 
Catholic Mission, only recently eracted at a 
‘cost of nearly' Ts. 20,000, waa totally wreck. 
ed, and all the foreignera were obliged to 
Toave the port. Fortunstely no toss of life 
was caused tathe foreigners, but Mr. Boorng, 
H, B, M.’s Gonsular Agent, was pelted and 
injured, and soma of the ladias of the Mis. 
‘sions were insulted. ‘The local Magistrate 
Kwox issued a proclamation, of which tho 
Shanghai Mercury gives the following tranas

those exercises so favourable to the health ond 
bodily developmont..

The employés have. complained that they have 
been driven out of work by the system undor 
which the masters have employed scarcely any 
bat unskilled apprentices ; while the masters on 
their part have pleaded (hat the rocognised, rate 
of payment for washing in Shang hai was too low to 
admit of thoir omployiug akilled assistanta. The’ 
Che-hsion and Mixed Court Magistrate havo, wo 
understand, lately given a decision forbidding 
the employmont of mora than a certain number 
of apprentices, and directing the washermen to 
form themselves into a guild, which shall decide 
ona univorsal scale of charges, and shall have 
power to punish by fino or expulsion any washer- 
man scéepting a lower rate of payment, Undor 
the rales formulated by this gnild, the system of 
making monthly contracts for » (ired sum will 
bo abolishod, and all customers will be charged 
upon tho scale ugreod to—$2.50 por hundred for 
residents, and $3.00 for ships, the oxtra 50 cents 
in tho latter ‘casa bsing' to meat tha ‘expense'of 
sampanhire. In orderto prevent the “ squeezing” 
of honse-boyawnd other native servants, customers 
sreroquested in fature to make paymout direct- 
ly to tho washermen.—N.-C. Daily News. ,
